Mrs. Lucy Ewidk Brandon, 
wife of Rev. W. 0. Brandon, 
p*stor of tbe BftrliDgton Metho- 
dist Episcni)i\I Oharch, South, 
died at 1 :20 h. m. Sunday at tbe 
parsonage, after a liogerinK ill* 
neu followiDiE jreart of invalid- 
ism, darioK which her friends 
here and elsewhere have known 
her as the poriooiflcation of pa- 
tienee, cheerfalneM aod forti- 
turle. She liad been looklDK for 
wfird to the Pud as the hoar of 
her release from sulFeriDiz and 
the heginoiDK of the perfeet life 
on the other side, and tl.e omi 
came pencefolly, quietly, almost 
imperceptibly, and she slept. 

Mrr. Brandon would hate been 
flfty-flve Tears old lUy S8rd. 
next. She was married to Rev. 
W. C. BrandoD more than thirty 
years ago, on September 20tb, 
1881. Her girlhood homo WM in 
Central Kentacky, where she 
was educated, graduating at Al- 
exander College, BorkesTille, 
Ky., a aehool now obsolete. She 
was the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Joseph Ewing, of Lebanon, Ky. 
No member of her father's fami 
ly kurvivef. There were three 
children and ehe is the last. She 
is survived by iier husband and 
two sons, E. W. Brandon, of Bole- 
Tille, Miaa., aod Dr. '-A. 0. Bran- 
don, of Fairview, Ky. Dr. Bran- 
don was with his mother several 
days before her death. Tbe oth- 
er eon arriTed in time to aooom- 
pany the remaina to tbtir 1^ 
resting place. 

The funeral was held Sunday 
afternoon at thoohoreh. Dr. R 
W. Browder, of Roaaellville, con> 
ducted the servioea. Dr. Brow- 
der said that more than twelve 
years ago Mra. Brandon bad aaid 
to him that when she died she 
wanted him to preach her funer- 
al and that she had frequently 



spoken of this since that time. 
Dr. Browder and Rev. Brandon 

having been intimntely associated 
in work of the church much ul 
this time. Dr. Browder spoke 
feelingly ot her loyalty as a 
preacher's wife and of her high 
place in the home aod her nobil- 
ity and devotion as a mother. 
Her devotion and service, he 
said, iiad been loyal aod beauti- 
ful, and in all these years she 
had never expressed any nnwill- 
ingneta to go anywhere aod to 
meet any demands of a minister's 
life. He said he believed that 
the Son who said, "I go to pre- 
pare a plaoefor yon** has prepared 
a very special place for such no- 
ble wives of devoted preacher?. 
He paid high tribute to their 
family life aod aaid, "it*a Heav- 
en where « f«mi!y is in accord 
and no bickering there." Dr. 
Browder spoke beautifully of 
the oertain and fixed Ohriatian 
hope of imaoortaiity and offered 
the comfortinff thnoght that "The 
greater the loss, the greater the 
grace of Ood to enable aoffering 
ones to suBtain such loss." 

Though the weather was stormy 
the church wasfilled to capacity. 
Rev. Wimberly, of Ma^ifonville, 
was present and took part in 
the .service. The pall bearers 
were W. L. Morrison, 0- £. Dud- 
ley, Olarenoe Hicgios, Ohas. 
Webb, Walter N. Mirtin, Stroth- 
er Hancock, E. L. Stokes and 
Paul M Moore, all stewards aod 
offloers of the congregation. 

Monday morning the funeral 
party left on the early train tak- 
ing the remains for interment at 
La Fayette, Kv., where ia the 
family burying groond in a bean 
tifol cemetery.

WHO IS STATE MINE INSPECTOR 



Btate Inspector Norwood, after 
personally directing tbe reseoe work 
left MadiBonville Friday afternoon, 
and before leavioa gave bis opinion 
as to tbe eaose of tbe explosion, 
gained from his Investififatlon. 

Failure to regard orders by night 
Foreman Joseph Ho)lowell, ene of 
the victims. Is givea as the caase of 
tbe explosion by Ifr. Norwood. 
Sworn testimony by several witness* 
es was tbat tbe foreman bad been 
given orders to wait half an boar af 
tpr having started the fan before 
venturing into the recesses of the 
mines. According to tbe mine In- 
spectors belief HoUowell In com- 
pany with the ne^ro, New, walked 
tu the fan as soon as tbe mine was 
entered* He started tbe fan. Tbe 
other three miners were at tbe cage 
waiting for tbe fan to start the air 
well into oiroulatioD. Instead of 
walMcg for the required time before 
going back farther into the mlneSt 
HoUowell and the negro went back 
further into tbe west part of the 
mines, where the coal bad been shot. 
Oae, which had accumnlated In this 
part, was set afire by their lamps. 
If they bad waited tbe required 
length of time, said tbe inspeotor,' 
until the fan nad sent fresh air all 
through tbe miues. tbe explosion 
would not bave ooeared. Tbe testi- 
mony was tbat tbe men bad not 
been In tbe mines fifteen minatea 
before tbe explosion took plaoe. 

Work on clearing away tbe wreck- 
age Is being pushed and operation 
will be resumed in a short time.
